I think your Clarky Wigginton(dau. of Seth) originally came 
from the Loudoun Co. Va. family and they inter married the 
Botts family and bot the name Seth from the Botts. I copied a 
great deal of this Wigginton data and sent it to Mr. Pondrom 
and suppose he sent it on to you-if not please let me know- I 
got the old will from a copy of a D.A.R. book which I have and 
I copied the rest from an old paper 222777? by Gen. Wm Conner 
whose mother was MeryNancy Wigginton Conner and her mother was 
Elizabeth Botts, dau of a Seth Botts-(Culpeper Co. Ua.) Also

 & Helen Cook Barbee, deserted her three children-Arkie-William 
and Oscar-in Vigo County(18829- went to her father Thomas Cook 
near Effingham, Illinois, taking one child, Ivor, fonr years old, 
with her. She secured a divorse and waited for George Hollenbeck 
to secure his and in September 1883 they were married at Effingham, 
Illinois. They persuaded her brother, Marcus McClelland Cook to 
leave with them. They went to New Mexico. Because they had taken 
this younger son from his father the sister, Joan, told her she never 
wanted to hear from her again. 

The Cooks and Bebee's came she said from England. She remembered 
an oak Chest bound with steel, known as the Bebee chest. This contained 
records of the Bebee family and letters from England. My grandmother 
took this with her to New Mexico.

Six times in life he was called to follow a child to 
the grave. He was converted and joined the M.E. Church when 18 years 
of age, which relationship he sustained until death.

Mr. Wigginton was generally upon the right side of all great moral 
questions, radical in nearly everything and conservative in but little. 
He was particularly so in his religious sentiment, and upon the sub- 
ject of temperance, and in these departments of labor we lose and 
earnest workerman, To the poor, the distressed and the sorrowing he 
was attentive, kind and charitable, almost to a fault, For this Christ 
like spirit he will ever live in the hearts of those who have shared | 
in his kindness, He was possessed of an affectionate disposition and 
lived happily in the love of home, wife and children. The sickness 

of which he died, lockjaw, lasted him but five days, in which he was 

a great sufferer, He was able to converse but little in three days, but 
enough to testify that he was prepared for his departure, Such a | 
life as his was sufficignt to convince the world that his name was 
written in Heaven, and words in a dying hour were not necessary.

The will of 
John Barbee probated in Essex County in 1750 did not mention 
names of his children but left property to his wife, Ann. 


. Ann Barbee's will made in 1764 and probated in Essex County, 
Virginia in 1766 named her children as Mary Sears, Rose Sears, 


and Micall Pitts, Daughters, Christopher, John, Joseph and 
Francis, Sons and Christopher Barbee, Thomas Redd, Grandchildren.

His son John moved to Essex Coe, Va. anc died there in 1750. 


` William Barbee whose will was probated in Essex County in 


1757, deeded his property to Ann Barbee, probably because he 
was a bachelor or widower without living children and Ann 
Barbee was his nearest of kin. Since it is know that Ann 
Barbee's husband John had a brother William, it is probable 
that this was the actual relationship of William and Ann. 


What became of John Aand William Barbee's half brothers, janes 
and Benjamin is problematical. They may have emigrated north 

and west to Fauquier, otafford and Culpepper Counties where 

many Barbees were known to have been during the middle and 

late 1700's or fathered locally some of the Barbees (James ۱ 
and Gray, 1770; Abemeleck, 1789,1795; Benjamin 1793; Goin, "m

And we have repeatedly searched the PARISH REGISTER hunting for any 
child named GEORGE listed in any name resembling BARBEE, and found 
nothing. If WM. and MARY had a son GEORGE, he must have been their 
oldest child, and have been born about the middle of 1704 or 1706. 
Otherwise he would not have been old enough to have served as Executor 
of GRAY'S will, above. There are a few references to GEORGE BARBEE in 
the VESTRY BOOK of Christ Church in Middlesex Co., Va. And reference to 
the marriage in Elizabeth City Co., Va. of GEORGE BARBEE to Elizabeth, 
widow and Exec'x. of William Armistead by May 2, 1749. And in Middlesex 
Co., Va. is the record of the marriage, 22 June 1759 of GEORGE BARBEE 
and Martha Fagan, widow.

The data which follow were obtained from papers on file in the 
pension claim, S.12972, based on the military service of Elias Barbee. 


Elias Barbee was born on June 14, 1763, in Culpeper County, Vir- 
ginia. The names of his parents are not shown, His father lived in 
Culpeper County, Virginia during the Revolution and moved to Kentucky 
in 1782. 


While residing in Culpeper County, Flias Barbee enlisted on March 
19, 1781, and served eightem months as private in Captain A, Kirkpatrick's 
company in Colonel Gasktns! Virginia regiment; he was in the siege of 
Yorktown and after the siege was stationed at the barracks near "Cumber- 
land old Court House." 


Elias Barbee moved to Kentucky in December, 1782. 


He was allowed pension on his application executed August 20, 1832, 
at which time he was living in Green County, Kentucky.

Elias Barbee had five brothers who served in the Revolution, namely: 
Thomas, John, Daniel, William and Joshua, His brothers, Joshua and Daniel, 
testified in his claim for pension in 1832 in Mercer County, Kentucky, 
aged seventy-two and seventy-five years respectively.

The records show that one Elias Barbee, rank not stated, served 
in the Revolutionary War in the Virginia Infantry. His name appears only 
on a list of soldiers of the Virginia Line on Continental Establishment 
who have received certificates for the balance of their full pay agreeable 
to an Act of Assembly passed November Session 1781, which shows that on 
December 13, 1782, the sum of L18 85 D8 was received by one Y. Strother. 


The name Elias Barbee has not been found on the records of Virginia 
soldiers in the War of 1812, 


The collection of Mikey War records on file in my office 
is far from complete, and it is suggested as a possibility that additional 
information may be obtained from the Librarian, Virginia State Library, Rich- 
mond, or from the Veterans Administration, Washington, D.C.

He is a descendant of my fathers aunt, Elizabeth Julia Smith 
a sister of Gen. Guy Wm. Guy Smith, who married Jeretta Wilson. 
Elizabeth Julia Smith-also called Eliza and Betsy- a dau- 
ghter of William and Mary Spencer (Speed) Smith, and a sister of 
Guy Wm. Smith, married Dr. Thomas Walker Fry. They had a family 
of 13 children: | 
Their eldest daughter, Mary Peachy Fry married Rev. Lewis 
Warner Green, and this is the line of Gov. Stevensons connection 
with the Smith family. j 
Their third child, Nancy Spencer Fry, married Thomas Barbee, 
and this is the line Joshua Barbee of K.C., Mo., belongs to. 
However, Mr. Barbee thinks that Elizabeth was a daughter of t 
the Hon. John Speed Smith, of Madison Co., Ky. He must lave got 
that idea from the Hopkins family who also thot she was a daughter 
of J.S.Smith. 
Elizabeth was a sister of J.S.Smith, ar they were children 
of William Smith ari his wife, Mary Spencer Speed. 
| It is likely that Daniel M. Smith who married Mary Ann Barbee 
in 1835, and John B. Smith who married Nancy Barbee, in Crawford,Co., 
Ill., in 1838, were related to Robert C. who married Mary Eliza 
Amith dau., of Guy Wm. Smith, far Robert C. was a son of Jesse Smith 
who lived in the neighborhood of Danville, Ky. 
l have never found anything to indicate that these Smiths were 
related to my Smith family except Robert C. who married aunt Eliza. 
I m ve two letters written by a Joseph Smith, of Danville to 
Gen. Guy Wm. Smith, who seems to have been looking after the estate 
- posado C. wife and children. Joseph was tht executor of Jesses 
will. ! | 


These letters were written 5 ept. 9th 1850 and Feb. 22nd 1851. 
and in them he mentions other heirs of Jesse Smith, but not by name. 
I imagine John B., Daniel M. and Milly Smith were brothers and 
sister of Robert 0. Smith. 
Ihe fact that Robert and Mary E. Smith named a son Pendleton 
seems to indicate that they were related to Milly who married 
Pendélton Strothers. 


Several years ago I contacted a Miss Nannie(Nancy?) Barbee 
and correspopded with her regarding the Smiths in the vicinity of 
Richmond, Harrodsburg, Danville and Lexington, Ky. I suppose 
she told me how she was connected with the Smith family, but id 
so, I have forgotten it, however, I think she must have been a daughter 
of the Barbee who married Nancy Spemcer Fry, an aunt of my father.

Smith, married Sarah Barbee, a 
dau. of Joshua Barbee. They were married Sept. 15, 1825, and lived 
in Danville Ky. until 1858 when they moved to Sedalia, Mo.

I am no authority on the genealogy of the Barbee family, and I know of none. However, 
the enclosed may be helpful to you. You may make a copy of it, but please return it to me. 
My chief interest in the family is my own line, which, strange to say, has a branch in In- 
diana. All of the Barbees in the South and in Indiana are descended from a young French 
douple, Glaude — (Claud] Barbie and sa femme, who came from Frante via England on the good. 
ship, Mary and Anne, and landed in Virginia July 23, 1699. The original records of this 
migration are in the Bodleian Library, Oxford University, England, and in the records of 
The Huguentí Society of Mannikin Town, Richmond, Virginia. This colony was settled by the 
Colonial Governor of Virginia in an aland dîned village of the Manoacan Indians on the James 
River above Richmond, hence the name - Manakintown or ManniKin Town. 


No re@ord, if any wea) kept و‎ has ever been found of the children of Glaude Barbie. Our 
recordé begin with their grandchildren, of whom some twenty served in the American Revolu- 
tion. I think the name originally was Barbier — too bad that it ever was corrupted ~ but 
in records I have conculted it is set down as Barbe’, Barbie, Barby, Barbee, Barbey, Barber 
and Barbier. The muster roll of my great grandfather's company in the National Archives 
gives his name variously as Barby, Barbie, Barbee and Barber. 

i V 9 = Gabon, 
Sampson Barbee, the eldest son of my Captain Thomas Barbee, (there was one in Kentucky), 
settled in Indiana, where he founded the town of Fort Wayne - so I am told.His name is per- 
petusted by the Barbee Iron Works and Barbee Lake.

I have 
an original letter of his. 


If, after examining the report compiled by Media, you wish any further information, 
call on me. How on earth did you locate me in faroff Texas? And do tell me something about 
yourself. Over the years Barbee women in many States have been in touch with me, trying 
to find out something about their family. If somebody would organize a Barbee Society, and 
that sociéty would go to the Library of Congress and take out the names and addresses of 
all the Barbees in the land to be found in the City Directories and Tekephone Books, and 
write them for their knowledge of the family, a beginning could be made for a genealogical 
history. Is there a millionaire in the family who would finance suck an undértaking? |

I have received your communication of 6 May 1953 requesting the 
service records of Samuel McWhorter Young of Rowan County, North 
Carolina, or Washington County, Indiana, and others who are said to 
have served in the War of 1812 from Kentucky, Indiana, and Ohio. 


A careful search of the records of the War of 1812 in the army 
archives has been made and no record has been found regarding any 
service rendered by Samuel McWhorter (or M.) Young, Lameth Barbee in 
a Kentucky organization, William Alexandep (or A.) Gunn, Joseph Joslin, 
George Singhorse, Elisha Heady or Seth Wigginton. 


The records show that one Samuel Young served during said war as 
a carpenter in Captain Thomas Trotter!s Company of Carpenters and 
Blacksmiths, Beaufort Regiment (Latham!s) North Carolina Militia. His 
name appears only on the company pay and receipt roll for 15 July 1813 
to 11 August 1813, dated 1 July 1815, which shows that he was in service 
12 days and bears the remark: "This Company is from Washington." The 
specific dates of his service are not shown. 


The records also show that one Samuel Young served during said war 
as a private in Captain John Bell's Company of Infantry, Let Regiment 
(McDonald's) North Carolina Militia. His service commenced 6 December 
1814 and ended 5 February 1815. His place of residence is shown as Wake 
County. 


The records further show that one Samuel Young served during said 
war as a private in Captain Henry Dewalt's Company of Infantry, 5th 
Regiment (Paddacks!)

Among the pension records in the National Archives is a file, 
cited as above, relating to the claim based on the Civil War service 
of William "R," Barbee. A summary of the pertinent data in the file 
is enclosed for transmittal to Miss Barbee, The Indiana Pension 
Agency roll book, which is also in the National Archives, shows that 
the veteran died on January 13, 1891, 


No War of 1812 pension or bounty=land files have been found 
for Lameth Barbee, William Alexander Gunn, Joseph Joslin, George 
Singhorse, Elisha Heady, and Seth Wigginton, No War of 1812 pension 
files have been identified for Samuel McWhorter Young and William 
Singhorse in whom Miss Barbee is interested. There are, however, 
files relating to claims for bounty land based on the service of 
Samuel "M." Young (BL Wt. 11 574-120-55) and of William Singhorse 
(BL Wt. 2l 009-120-55) in the War of 1012. 


1 regret very much that information relating to Samuel M, 
Young and William Singhorse cannot be furnished at this time, The 
National Archives receives so many requests for information from pen- 
sion and bounty-land-warrant application files that it is unable to 
comply with all of them; and, in order to distribute fairly the service 
that can be given, it has been obliged to adopt a rule that no inquirer 
will be furnished with information about more than one veteran within a 
period of six months. Miss Barbee may, of course, examine the files

You will aee。by the enclosed notes that Lameth Barbee was un- 
doubtedly from Stafford County and that there vere Barbees in that

“he earliest date for Lameth is the tax list of 1810. 
You will note the statement on the photostat that all of these 
men "ere from Stafford Co. and that they were discharged at Ellicott 
Mills. “hat is in Maryland at the present Ellicott City. I have 
found no further record of service of any kind for Lameth. 


I know, by experience, that it is of no use whatever to "rite to 
the Clerk at Stafford. I can get no answer from there.;---shall 
just have to ge. In Richmond there are Court Records for most of 


the counties on micro-film down to 1800. However, your line must 
have been there after 1800 as shown by the tax lists. 


I hope you will be able to establish credentials for the Huguenot 
Society. Did I ever send you my notes on B&rbee from the publi- 
cation of that Society ? I think I did. But the "RUB" is to prove 
the parentage of Lsmeth. It is a long step in this direction to have 

found hi8 home oounty. 

The tax lists indicate that Susannah may have been the mother of 
Lameth and she evidently was a widow still living in 1818. A further 
Search of those lists might show when she died. 


"hen I found this record of "ar of 1812 service for Lameth Barbee 
I made a systematic search in National archives for pensions for 
each and every name on this list. Some of them did &pply for pen- 
sion but not one mentioned Lameth Darbee in his application. You know 
these applicents do often present depositions with their appli- 
cations from their former comrads. Lameth has no such record so far 
as I could find. Nor did he apply for Bounty Land. | 

I have some scattered notes on your "iggintons, but shall 

stick to Barbees for the time being.

If there has been anyone in Taylor County compiling a Barbee History 
I have no knowlege of it, However my mother before her death in 1938 com- 
piled a history of our branch of the Barbee family as far back as she could 
go without research work, however I do not know to what generation back. 


The writings she left are in the care of my sister Mrs.Nancy Young 
Henderson, Summersville, Ky. which is sixteen miles west of C-ville. 
I am Sure that she would be glad to show you thks history if interested. 


The name of your father was evidently not a family name of our family 
or at least I have never heard it called in that connection, and then too 
my Great Grand Father came to Kentuck Territory from Cubpepper County Va. 


Ihave in my possion a very old Bible which has recorded in the names 
John Barbee born 1795, Elias, Lydia Ann, and their father was Elias Barbee 
a soldier in the Rev. War. Lydia Ann is my Grandmother who was the wife 
of John R,Robinson, the mother and father of my mother Nannie Robinson Young, 


I do not have the dates when Elias migrated to Ky. but it has been 
handed down to us that he had a tract of land granted to him from the State 
of Va. of 1000 acres of land for his services in the Rev.War. But that 
Statement was refuted by the recorder of records at the state house at 
Richmond Va. My wife and I looked up some records there and happened to 
remark that we had such a grant in our possession, she still was not con- 
vinced Bt but we have the grant with the seal of Va .upon it. It being 
issued for war services could be wrong. 


John Ray, Mary, Lucy, Elias, Catherine, Betsy, Julia, Joseph, 
William Slautfer, Lydia Ann Barbee were all the children of Rlias.
